Says Tax Assessor 


‘The County Tax Assessor says 
that he will assess an “оуег10- 
weeks-old” poultry item at 50c. 
In this issue of THE HERALD 
а grocer advertises “Chicken 
Parts - 5 lbs $1.49” These chicks 
must have come from north 
Georgia. 

Here’s some other information 
you may want from the Tax As- 
Sessor: 

The assessing policy of this 
office is as follows: Tangible 
Personal Property is taxed at 
sixty percent of original cost 
or usable value. Usable value 
is defined as 100 percent of ori- 
ginal cost of tangible personal 
property one year old or less; 
80 percent of original cost of 
tangible personal property one 
year old or older as long as it is 
in serviceable condition; 70 per- 
cent of original cost when part- 
ially usable due to constant 
maintenance requirements; 60 
percent of original cost of equip 
ment whic his no long service- 
able, yet remains in the tax- 
payers possession. 

Where tangible personal pro- 
perty was acquired at a bank- 
ruptcy, forced sale or through 
transfer of any nature that 
would tend to show an untrue 
value, the assessor’s office re- 
quires that the make, model and 
serial number of such 
be included on the fax return. 
This will enable the assessor to 
get original cost figures from 
the manufacturer so that the 
Property involved will be taxed 
at a value comparable with 
|similar property in this county.

What is Florida agriculture? 

It means different things to 
people. Few have a concept of 
the total scope of this great in- 
dustry, basic to our state’s 
economy, To some, Florida’s 
agriculture is citrus. This is its 
greatest segment, economically, 
‘The business of citrus is а diver- 
sified опе. The express shipper 
of gift fruit, on one hand, «fa 
the processor of frozen con- 
centrate juices on the other, 
each exists іп a small їпйизї їй 
world of his own, Rigid in- 
spection requirements, produc- 
tion standards, market outlets, 


out-of-state. 


Palm Beach County ships 
more beans each year than any 
other county in the United 
States: Of all states in the 
union, Florida ranks thirteenth 
in numbetr of beef cattle. We 
have some of the largest dairy 
herds in the worlds. Florida 
ranks third in the nation in 
production of honey, returning 
to our beekeepers about 3 mil- 
lion dollars of gross income 
each year.

The 
annual production in Florida 
alone of over 70 million gallons 
of frozen orange concentrate is 
а tremendous business, deve- 
lopment of which has electri- 
ified the world's processed-food 
industry. ` 

Even with all this, however, 
Florida's farm income from 
citrus is less than half of our 
total farm income, Few 
Floridians realize that more 
acres are planted in our state 
to corn each year than to citrus. 
In recent years the gross in- 
come to tobacco farmers 
amounted annnually to about 
18 million dolars. 

Over one million tons of 
sugarcane is processed into 
some 136 thousand tons of raw 
sugar and 8 million gallons of 
blackstraps molasses as by- 
product, It is difficult for a 
family which buys sugar at the 
retail store in 5 pounds bags to 
comprehend how much sugar 
there is in 136.000 tons! 

It is well understood that 
corn and citrus, tobacco, pea- 
nuts and vegetables, sugarcane 
and avocados, all are part of 
agriculture. But in driving past 
or even stopping in to pat- 
ronize a garden supply store, 
some folks don't realize that 
this industry, growing rapidly 
in Florida, is also a рагі of 
agriculture. We have all seen 
truckloading of lawn grass sod 
on our highways. Conservative- 
ly assuming a retail price of 
only five cents per square foot, 
retail sales of this sod prod- 
uced chiefly in the Everglades 
area, amount to $20,000,000 a 


If there is any one thing 
which typifies Florida's Agri- 
culture, it is that the industry 
faces constant change. Our 
climate is a great advantage, 
but it also entails risks, and 
these are not limited to freezes 
and hurricanes. Insects, diseases 
and soil deficiences are constant 
Problems. 


So is competition from for- 
eign shores. Developments in 
the processing industry, within 
and oustide the state, have 
materially altered the course of 
some segments of Florida agri- 
culture. Selling has become 
complex. The great food chains 
have changed the market pat- 
tern significantly, 


Nowhere in the world do we 
find a more modern agriculture 
than right here at home. 
Modern science, agriculture 
education, human initiative and 
up-to-date business methods all 
have played an exeptional role 
in its development. 


And even in the face of in- 
creased tourism, and the rapid 
influx of industry, and the trem- 
endous growth of our urban 
Population, last year Florida 
realized the highest farm in- 
come in the history of our state 


year. 
| It has been estimated that 
each week in Florida approxi- 
i mately 950 new homes are be- 


ing landscaped. This is sizable 
business for the garden supply 
firms and our ornamental 
nurseries. Yet in addition to 
this, in 1959, 18 million dozen
